Applicant fails to map "an additional power source having a second voltage output" to the specif ication/Figurets). In 
fact the word "additional" does not even appear in the specification. Since "an additional power source" is the basis for 
appeal, applicant is reguired to map above limitation to the specification such that examiner can accurately interpret "an 
additional power source" in light of the specification. Obviously, Applicant will not be able to provide the above 
reguested mapping and therefore, examiner suggests that Applicant provide a statement that "an additional power 
source" would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
